"Clearly this does not refer to the 


Republican party or any candidate on 
the Republican ticket," said Mr. Zim- 
merman.

THE PRIMARY ELECTION 


The nomination of Robert M. La Fol- 


lette. Jr., will, we suspect, occasion very 
little surprise throughout the state, the ef- 
ficacy of a well oiled political machine be- 
ing fairly well understood in these parts. 
Least of all, we think, will the decision 
surprise Roy P. ATilcox, who ran second 
on the Republican ballot for the nomina- 
tion for the office of United States senator.* 


Some time ago Mr. AVilcox arranged to 


have his name placed on the ballot as an 
independent candidate in the event of the „ 
nomination of La Follette, and it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that several weeks of 
intensive campaigning throughout the 
state placed Mr. ATilcox in position to 
forecast with some accuracy .the probable 
outcome of the primary. 


Mr. AVilcox" plan to continue the race 


as an independent was made in reply to 
a rather well defined demand for a fight 
to the finish on the part of those who can- 
not be reconciled to the candidacy of Mr. 
La Follette. 
AVith several candidates in 


the field for the ^Republican nomination, 
and .with the division most favorable to 
Mr.^La Follette", it was inevitable that he 
should win. If ATilcox as an independent 
in the coming election will be able to hold - 
the votes seeured-in the primary and gath- 
er the MeGovern and AVoodward votes in 
addition, he would appear to have an out- 
side chance. 
^ However, the uncertainties of an inde- 
pendent candidate holding his following 
once he is crowded out from under the 
party label are well known. Mr. AVilcox 
as an independent has the advantage of 
differing 
sharply 
and fundamentally 


with his opponent, and Mr. La Follette 
is unlikely to have any advantage in the 
final election that he did not have in the 
primary with the exceptional advantage 
of the party label. 


- Mr. La Follette is without the Socialist 


vote and there appears to be little prob- 
ability that this group will be of any im- 
portance in the election this year. A fac- 
tor that cannot be estimated is the Demo- 
jratie vote that appears in the Republi- 
can primary and may go to Mr. Bruce 
in the final election. This vote, unques- 
tionably, will be lost to Mr. ATilcox. 


Considering the possibilities of the in- 


iependent candidate in the forthcoming 
election from all angles, we should say 
that he faces a bitter fight and a thankless 
task. 


COOPERATIVE MARKETING 


Frank 0. Lowden, former governor of 


Illinois, and a nationally known student 
of agricultural problems, finds that the 
producing end of farming is sadly out of 
gear with the marketing end. and as a 
cure suggests cooperative marketing as- 
sociations as a tried, and effective reme- 
dy. 


While the suggestion is not new. it is 


of importance, we think, because of the 
confidence large numbers of farmers ha% e 
in Mr. Lowden. and because of the im- 
petus to proper organization that may ro- 
sult from his remarks. 


Farmers have been experimenting in or- 


ganization for years, and all of the ex- 
periences have not been happy ones. Some 
of the farm organizations have failed la- 
mentably after short trials, leaving the 
member with only experience in a new 
field for his dues. Trial of some sort has 
been given to practically every conceivable 
kind of cooperative organization within 
the past 25 years. 
Attempts have been 


Made to control the manufacturing and 
nilling processes through farm organiza- 
tions, and to eliminate the "middleman,"' 


even down to the retailer, in an effort to 
establish the proper relationship between 
the selling prices of agricultural products, 
and the purchase price of the things that 
the farmer must buy. 


Those experiments have been costly, to 


be sure, but they have not been without 
results. 
Cooperative market ing associa- 


tions are flourishing iu many agricultural 
communities, not excepting AYisconsin, 
and it is through the expansion of the co- 
operative marketing idea that agricultural 
conditions may 
be improved, in the 


opinion of Mr. Lowden. 


The Kioa is. in. force among growers of 


fruits in some sections of the country, and 
among the producers of dairy products, 
particularly cheese, in other sections. 
These associations, when properly man- 
aged, and where they secure the support 
of a reasonable proportion of those en- 
gaged in a particular line of endeavor, are 
unquestionably successful and a benefit to 
the community in which they operate. 


The sale of farm products i* certainly a 


part of the business of farming. 
Xo one 


farmer can maintain a sales organization 
for the products of his laud, and the result 
is that the farmer is a producer of salable 
articles with no sales plan. No ordinary 
business could hope to exist if the matter 
of sales were entirely neglected. Xow the 
cooperative maintenance of a marketing 
organization for farmers appears to sup- 
ply a real need. 


Progressive farmers have accepted the 


idea as the practical means of handling 
this feature of their business, and with 
the regulatory laws governing the .forma- 
tion and operation of marketing associa- 
tions, and pools, and cooperative organiza- 
tions, the farmer is protected from many 
of the dangers associated with experimen- 
tal organizations of the past. 


The probability is that under the leader- 


ship of men like Mr. Lowden. the farmer 
will in the future turn more and more to 
the application of this idea to all branch- 
es of asriculture.

AATien Galveston picked itself bravely 


out of the ruins of its fallen,, .buildings 
and began to mend its broken sea walls, 
a large municipality for the first time in 
our history came face to face with the 
truth that partisan government andjled- 
eral scheme of organization common to 
all American cities might do for political 
purposes, but simply wouldn't do'for the 
efficient conduct of business functions, 
particularly 
of 
an 
emergency 
sort. 


"Separation of powers" was for the first 
time regarded as too large and windy a 
theory for a unit the size of a city, at 
least an average city, which is nothing 
more nor less than a corporation for the 
accomplishment of certain definite pub- 
lic functions such as the provision of fire 
and police and flood protection. 


So Galveston. first of all cities, cast 


overboard its mayor and council and sub- 
stituted what is now famous as the com- 
mission plan of government, vrith a small 
group or board of directors composed of 
five men administering all the city ser- 
vices. Later this was to be amplified into 
*the modern commission plan adopted by 


Appleton and 346 other cities in the 
United States. 
.Appleton later discard- 


ed the plan and returned to a government 
by aldermen.

LIME FOR DISINFECTION 


Lime, unslaked lime, quicklime, calcium oxld. as 


it is variously called. Is made by calcining: (heat- 
ing.'roastlng or partly burning: In kilns) limestone, 
chalk or marble. Limestone, chalk or mar'olo is 
Chemically lime carbonate, (calcium 
carbonate), 


and the heating drives off carbonic acid gas (carbon 
dioxld). leaving the burn lime, calcium oxld. med- 
ically called calx. This unslaked lime is a good dis- 
infectant and' deodorizing agent, but it should not 
be confused with "chloride- of 
lime." otherwise 


known as chlorinated lime or chlorinated calcium or 
bleaching powder. 


Lime is cheap enough to permit of its liberal use 


for disinfecting and deodorizing: organic matter of 
any kind, particularly excreta. For disinfecting 
such matter, the lime should be used only when 
freshly slaked, for it IB comparatively inert in the 
dry state and soon loses its disinfecting and de- 
odorizing value on standing after slaking. 


"Whitewash is slaked lime mixed with water. 
Quickllmo, formerly used In the disposal of dead 


bodies, is jbst ordinary lime. 


Milk of 1 me is slaked lime mixed with from 


our to eight times its volume of water to the con- 
istency of thick cream, and this, when freshly pre- 
>ared. is the best form in which to apply lime for 
lismfection or deodorization of organic matter. 


SJakmg means mixing the lime with water, in 


hj proportion of about two pounds of lime to one 
pint of water. 
The' lime will absorb about that 


much water. 
"When slaking the mass becomes 


leated and' the air escapes from the porous lime 
with a hissing noise. Whenxthis has taken place the 
ime is slaked. The slaked lime is lime or calcium 
lydroxid or hydrate. Upon standing exposed to the 
air this calcium hjdroxid absorbs still more water 
rom the air and some carbon dioxid and becomes 
•onverted into inert calcium carbonate again, prac- 
ically what it was before it went through the 
ime kiln. 


A strong, fresh milk of lime will disinfect fecea 


T other organic filth when mixed with the mater- 
al in about the same amount as of the material to 
be disinfected or deodorized. In i one hour. For this 
purpose the lime should be freshly slaked, or at 
east not more than eonugh for two days' use 
ihould be slaked at one time. 
The fresh dry 


Ime, without jnoisture. is comparatively useless for 
iisinfectlng or deodorizing. 


The common lime used by masons Is the right 


hing for disinfecting or deodorizing organic filth. 
From this same common lime the now less pop- 


ular lime water is prepared, by slaking a piece of 
Ume as big as a walnut in two quarts of boiled 
water in. an eartern jar, stirring •well and allowing 
o settle, the clear upper liquid is then Hme water. 
A tablespoonful or two of lime water was formerly 
mixed with the "day's supply of food in modifying 
milk for infants, but oatmeal water or Barley water 
s more popular and probably better for that pur- 
tose. The lime water is a good mouth wash and 
s sometimes useful to mix with milk for invalids, as 
t prevents excessive curdling of the tailk. As a 
means of supplying the element lime_ or calcium as 
ood, lime water Is of little value; a pint of milk 
upplies more than a pint of lime water does. A 
tablespoonful of limewater is a fair ffose, sometimes 
grateful as, an anfacldifor sour stomach and In 
some cases of nausea and vomiting.
